Impossible to Consolidate the 


Suits. 


Foreclosure by a Single Suit Was 


Out of the Question From 


the Beginning. 


CINCINNATI, October 28.—-Judge Har- 


mon, who waa attorney general daring 
tbe latter part of Cleveland'a adminis- 
tration1 today made the following signed 
statement: 


Among tbe criticisms of tbe Union 


Pacittc situation it IB publicly declared 
by some tbat tbe force!osare of the 
government's lien on the main line and 
of that on the Kaunas Pacific should 
have been in & single unit, and that pos- 
sible loaa by breaking up tbe unity of 
the properties might have been avoided 
by afterward coneoU-lating the several 
Buita. This statement is wholly un- 
founded. 


Aa the property is located in seven 


different states and judicial districts, a 
separate suit had to be brought in each. 
Tbe disadvantage of this to the govern- 
ment waa plain from the start. Accord- 
ingly in a bill for settlement presented at 
the request: of congress by Mr. Olney, 
bo inserted the provision authorizing 
foreclosure of all the government liens 
in a single court, if such should become 
necessary. The bill failed and the pro- 
vision with it. In the attorney general's 
report for 1895 (p 25) thn subject wns 
again urged upon tbe attention of cou- 
IjrBEa, as follows; 


"As it may become advisable or neeee- 


sary for the government to institute 
legal proceedings againflt one or both of 
the companies named, I bag to call at- 
tention to the necessity of n law giving 
some proper court in the district of 
Columbia jurisdiction of the en tire prop- 
erty and of all the party in interest. 


"What has been hereinbefore said aa 


to the general necessity of giving -one 
court full jurisdiction in snch cases ap- 
plies with especial force here. Such a 
provision was included in the bill pre- 
pared by Attorney General Olney at tho 
request of the last congress. 


"ItBhonlduow.be put in the form of 


a separate act, BO as to be made inde- 
pendent of any particular plan of re- 
organization. Until the passage of such 
an act, any attempt of the government 
to protect its rights by litigation will be 
greatly hampered."

pone the Sale. 


Iverything Claimed to be Due is 


Thoroughly Secured hy the 


Present Arrangement. 


WASHINGTON, October 28.—Although 
he government officials decline either to 
flirm or deny tho report of the accept- 
nce of the new proposition of the reor- 
tnization committee of the Union Pa- 
ific railroad, there ia reasonable doubt 
if its accuracy. 
This proposition ia understood to be an 


increase of the original guarantee bid of 
50,000,000to aasurno sufficient to cover 
be full amount of the government's 
laim against tbe Union Pacific road 
•roper, which on Octobfirlst, aggregated 
59,067,398. Thin includes theprincipal 
f the debt, which amounts $27,236,513, 
nd tbe balance of the interest paid by 
be "United States, amounting to $30,- 
90;SS6. 
This represents the full amount of the 
Jnion Pacific's obligations to the gov- 
rnmeut. The eale of this Hue will be 
rooeeded with, as originally Intended, 
bout November 1st. 
As to the Kaiieaa Pacific road the 
ommittee withdraws its guarantee and 
oneente to a postponement of the Eale 
o any date to suit the convenience of 
be government. This action, it is un- 
erstood, leaves tha government ia the 
a me position with respect to the Kan- 
as Pacific as before the negotiations 
were instituted and in tbia situation the 
overnment, may,if it desires, postpone 
'if uale indefinitely. 
The debt of the Kansas Pacific to the 
overnment aggregates nearly $13,000,- 
JOO, of which $6,033,000 is principal and 
tie remainder unpaid interest. Whether 
he government will aefc the court to 
rder a ealo of the Kansas Pacific on 
December loth cannot be stated, but 
aould it au decide it is understood that 
o objection will be raised by tho re- 
rpanization committee. 
The net result of the new arrangement

Inter amm silent leges, and tho mo- 


ralities aro silent also. But tbe "whole 
tendency of human civilization is to 
eliminnto "war or to render it more and 
moro abnormal. Machiavcllism is there- 
fore, it would seem, reactionary poli- 
tics, suited in a minor degree, it may 
be, to a stato of tilings which wo are 
outgrowing, but utterly useless and 
mischievous in tho civilization of today. 
The Eom;ui empire, which Machiavelli 
BO greatly admired, was largely found- 
ed iu bare military necessity and. was 
siiHtumttl by conquest, bat the chief 
modem states are founded in industry 
aud tho arts of peace, anil war is with 
them ;i terrible) aud raro excujtUou to u 
general rule of penca 


Tho doctrines, therefore, which were 


evolved, by ono of the most subtlu of tho 
world's thinkers, tit- n time when his 
country was rent asunder by the feuds 
of contending states, are utterly out of 
place in tho conditions imposed by mod- 
ern life. Tho stato which reposes iii the 
good will o£ its citizens iy tho most se- 
curo, and if the dread occasion should 
ariso when it must draw tho aword to 
defend its very eiisteuco its citizens 
will bo tho more strongly armc;l for the 
encounter because of tho habit of social 
efficiency which has been cultivated by 
obedienco to tho doctrine that tho ono 
ground for tho existence of tho stato 
lies in what Emerson has well called 
its"caroand culture of men,"—London 
Spectator. 


London'* Water Snpplj. 


Tho water supply of London is enor- 


mous. It reaches 841,401 houses, and 
tho 
average 
daily 
consumption is 


187,550,238 gallons, orn daily average 
of about 33 gallons per capita- in a pop- 
ulation of 5,073,270. Tho area supplied 
is 845 square niilea, and there are 
5,147 
miles of water pipo and 33t9(i5 


firehydmnts. Of tliiswaler 107,000,000 
gallons come from tho river Thames, 
51,000,000 from tho river Lea and the 
rest from springs and artesian wells. In 
former years thero was a great d'eal of 
criticism directed against tho London 
water supply becauEo of its insufficient 
quantity aud its impure quality, but 
since 1808, when a parliamentary com- 
mission was appointed to. investigate 
the question, thero has been no cause of 
complaint 


Tho greater part of tlio supply taken 


from tho Thames conies from above 
Richmond, where tho water is compar- 
atively pure, and is conducted by a :#- 
ries of aqueducts into 54 different res- 
ervoirs, covering 580 ncros, with an ag- 
gregate capacity of 1,085,100,000 gnl- 
lons. From tlieso tho water is passed 
through 120 filtering beds, EOIUO of 
which nbsorh 1,000,000 gallons a min- 
ute. Tho wuter passes tlirongh six or 
seven inches of rand before it reaches 
tho pipes, and this sand is cleaned care- 
fully every moDtJi.-—Chicago Record.

'Thla is an action on the part of the 


State of California, at the relation of 
John LanJerB, againat the defendants, 
the Sunset Irrigation District and its 
directors, J. M. King, Colvin S. Camp- 
bell, E. T. Mitchell, Milton McWhorter 
and W. G. Scott, for the purpose of hav- 
ing the Sunset company enjoined from 
exercising the franchise of a municipal 
corporation and tohavethe same abated 
and dissolved. 
"It is alleged in the complaint of the 


plaintiS that tbe said district waa never 
organized, by reason of the fact that the 
required number of petitioners never 
signed the petition for tho organization 
of said district. 
"It is contended on the part of the de- 


fendants: 
_ 
"Firat, that by the order cf the Board 


of Superviaors declaring the Sunset Irri- 
gation District to be oreaniEsd, the 
plaintiff in this action ia estopped to in 
quire into the due organization of the 
district, or, in other worda, that by the 
action of the supervisors the mattera he- 
came res adjudicala." 


Judge Webb held that a supreme 


Court decision rendered in July l&st set- 
tled this point adversely to the defend- 
ants. He waa also of the opinion that 
it was proper to look into the question 
of whether or not the petition to the 
supervisors for the formation of the dis- 
trict was a legal one. 


Continuing, tbe court said: "It is 


contended by the defendant that the 
plaintiff is barred by the statute of lim- 
Ltationa, not having begun the action 
within two years after the order of the 
Board of Supeivisoro waa made declar- 
ing the district to be organized.

'This action ia proEecuted by the 


BtAto," B6id the judge, "and whatever 
effect the statute of limitations to which 
the defendant refera might have had on 
any person interested in tbo dietrict, it 
has no application to the state. It is a 
fundamental rule laid down by all the 
courts that the statute of Hmitationa 
never applies to the sovereignty, unless 
expressly made so by the ar.t itself. 


"The third point advanced by the de- 


fendants waa that there was a requisite 
number of petitionera on tbe petition 
presented to the Board of Supervisors 
for the organization of the district,? 


"I am of the opinion that there waa 


not the necessary number of petitioners. 
Tho fact waa brought out that forty 
acres of land was divided into acre tracts 
and one acre deeded to each of the sign- 
ers of the petition, about twenty-five in 
number; further, that no attempt waa 
made and they had no intention to use 
tbe water on the acre of land. It was 
brought out th&t the transactions were 
made for the sole purpose of making the 
nrantnea freeholders within the district. 


"Tbia did not constitute each persons 


freeholders in the aense that is re- 
quired by law for the purpose of signing 
a petition for the organization of irriga- 
tion districts. Neither dees tbe fact 
that they might have had homestead or 
pre-emption clairna on government land, 
or that they might have had contracts 
to purchase from the railroad company, 
make them owners as required by law. 


"Tbo petition presented to the Board 


of Supervisors waa not such a petition 
as to give tbe hoard jurisdiction to act 
in the matter at all; and their acts, 
whatever they might have been, were 
without authority of law and absolutely 
rinll nnd void." 
"The fourth point of tbe defense was 
that the plaintiff waa estopped in this 
action by the judgment of the superior 
court, when it granted tbe petition of

INQUIRE ISTO ALL OFFENSES. 


"You must inquire into all public of- 


fenses and present them to the court, 
either by presentment or indictment. 


"A presentment ia an informal state- 


ment, in writing by the grand jury, rep- 
resenting to the court that a public of- 
fenae has been committed, which ia tri- 
able in thia county, and that there are 
reasonable grounds for believing that a 
particular individual named or described 
therein haa committed it; but I would 
eay to you, that s presentment, each as 
I have defined, is uot a preferaHe man- 
ner in which to bring offenses before 
the court. The bettor way ia by indict- 
ment, and an indictment is an accusa- 
tion, in writing, presented by tho ?rand 
jury to a competent conrt, charging a 
person with a public offense. 


PRODUCING EVIDENCE. 


"Your foreman will adminiater the 


oath to witnesses appearing before tbe 
grand jury. In the investigation of a

"An indictment cannotbefound with-

So long as the weather 
U warm flies will bother and dried fruit 
cannot be handled with safety; but aa 
soon aa cold weather comes grocers will 
Block i*p and there will be activity all 
alone the line. Meantime somebody 
muet hold the fruit, and why not the 
growers in California?

peaches and apricots are the staples. 


In view of these thoroughly aathonti 


cated facte it pasaeth understanding 
that any grower should sell hia raiains 
below 3 cents iu the sweatboi, aa a few 
have done, to say nothing of consigning 
their crops to eastern jobbers, which a 
lesaer number have done. 


ilr, Pillabory has gathered from the 


eastern dealers—not the jobbers, bul 
the people who aell the gooda to the con< 
Burners—that the opening of the market 
for raisins and dried fruit is delayed 
account of continued warm weather, 


>nd that^aa aoon as cold weather sets 
the grocers will stock up and the de- 
mand will become active. In view of 
this condition Mr, Pillsbory aays: "In 
the meantime somebody must hold the 
fruit, and why not the growers in Cali- 
fornia." 


Why not.- indeed? Merely because of 


a few weeks' delay in opening the mar- 
ket, on account of warm weather, shall 
the intelligent producers of raisins in 
California lose their heads and play 
into the hands of the jobbers by selling 
their crops balow their value, or worse, 
still, by consigning them to merciless 
slaughter, destroy all hope of a profit a< 
ble market? To predict such a result 


ia to insult the intelligence of a large 
and worthy class of producers, and 
so far as the REPUBLICAN- ia concerned,

They found two 
work ingmen there who fell victims to 
the amount of $'2'J each. 


The strangers approached the laborers 


in the field, and after explaining their 
object etated that they had juet come 
from the house, where they had solicit- 
ed a eubsciiptiuu from Dr. Kableman. 
When they had explained to the Doctor, 
they said, the nature of their business, 
be bad taken up with the idea enthusi- 
astically, made a liberal deposit with 
them, and had sent them to his em- 
ployes.

Success in Attempts to Reclaim It 


Near Tulare. 


torn Wednesday's Tillr. 
Charto H. fib inn of tba agricultural 


department of the Bute Uaivemty baa 
retained from the ftgriealtanl experi- 
ment elation at Tnlare, with enthueUa- 
ie report! of ths eucccM of the experi- 
ments which hive been made there 
vcently in the reclamation of alkali 
and, say a tbe Call. 


The land, some ot which is the worat 


alkali land in tbe state, has been treated 
with gypsum, and during the coming 
season over 300 kinds of seeds will be 
tlanted in the ground. A crop of wheat 
s expected where before tho reclamation 
if the land barley grew only an inch 
high. 


"We are showing the people," aaid 
ir. Bhinn, "that even on a email scale 
be land can be profitably reclaimed in 
hia manner. Of course if all the farm- 
's would adopt the method the reels ma- 
ion of the alkali lands would be much 
.aier anc>cbeaper. 
"We have discovered that much can 
i done to neutralize the effect of the 


alkali by mechanical treatment of the 
oil. By using atraw—not manure, for 
manure makes alkali soil even worse- 
he grnnnd ia kept warm and the cold 
alkali ia kept from rotting tbe seed. 


"Our experiments with the 'Atriplex 


lemi'baccalum,1 or salt bush, have aleo 
•roved that even without reclamation 
alk&li lands can be inaue valuable fcr 
pasture. Within the last three or four 
'ears wo have distributed at least 1000 
loundaoftha seed nil over the at ate. 
The salt bush makes a thick growth six 
or EBven inches hieh and makes eicel- 
ent grazing for sheep. Tho excellence 
if the Australian woo! iadua very largely 
o the abundance of salt bueh upon 
which the sheep graze. On tbe karroos 
if South Africa tbe salt buah haa been 
ilanted for sheep pasture by several 
ompanies. 


The plantineof the salt bush prom- 


sea to establish a new industry in Cali- 
ornia. Already there is a large de- 
mand for the eeed even from Mexico. 
The bush grows where alfalfa will not 
trow, and in many cases, perhaps, it 
will be cheaper to plant it than to at- 
erupt to reclaim the land."

RIVER SEINING. 


Two Cases Dismissed at 


Mendota. 


Jounty Ordinance Did Not Apply 


to the Chinese Fisher- 


men. 


Deputy District Attorney Williams re- 
urned yesterday morning from Mea- 
ota, where he went to prosecute two 
Chinese fishermen accused of having 
iolated the ordinance paaaed by the su- 
pervisors last summer prohibitine tbe 
iseof any kind of seine or net in the 
raters of Fresno county. The Chinamen 
iad been arrested by County Warden 
.ndy Ferguson for seining iu the San 
oaquin river near Firebiugh. 
Mr. Williams ascertained, however, 
bat the county ordinance did not applv 
o the case, and with his consent Justice 
V. J. Hayes, who presided, instructed 
he jury that had been impaneled to 
cquit the defendants. W. S. Badger 
f tnis city was the attorney for the Cni- 
iiaiueu. 


The reason - that the ordinance was 
iot effective was that the waters in 
which the defendants had beeu fishing 
were those of a navigable stream. By 
n act of the legislature passed over 
wenty years ago the Ban Joaquin was 
eclared a iiayigab!e atreain aa far up as 
ycamore point, which ie about three 


miles below Herudon. Tnat part of the 
iver is under the control of the state 
nd tbe county has no jurisdiction, 
'herefore the ordinance did not apply, 
B the Chinamen wore seining in state 
waters. 


The state law permits the usa of 
aines and nets under certain condi- 
ions. The meshes must bo of certain 
ixea for different kinds of fish, and the 
erne must not reach farther than a 
bird of the distance across the stream. 
The Chinamen who 
wore arrested 


lave been seining in the river at fire- 
baugh for several weeks and they have 
vrought havoc among the fish, and par- 
icularly among those that Warden Fer- 
;uson planted there recently to stock 
be stream. The defendants promised 
not to fish any more, and if they do they 
will be prosecuted under the state law. 


Mr. Ferguson apent two days in trv- 


ng to catch the Chinamen. He hid In 
he brush along the banks, and the of- 
endors having learned that be was after 
hem made a anarch for him. He eluded 
hetu and they became satisfied that ho 
iad left. They resumed seining, and 
rom his hiding place Ferguson watched 
hem. He waa much wrought up over 
ho deple'ion of the stream and he was 
determined to gather snth'cient evidence 
o convict them. 
It appear a, however, that it would be 
difficult matter to convict the China- 


men with a jury in Mendota, and any 
ubaeqaent complaints will in all prob- 
ability be filed in this city. When 
:udge Hayes gave tbe instruction, to the 
ury to return a verdict of not guilty one 
if them arose and remarked that that 
vaa what he had intended to do any- 
way, lie expressed himself to the effect 
hat it was an outrage to prosecute the 
Chinamen; that it was the result of 
letty spite and that the county was pat 
o a needleas expense. 
"I'll bet a dollar that you don't pay 


any taxes to the county," spoke np the 
deputy district attorney. And when 
Jnned down the juryman admitted 
,hat he had cot even'paid his road or 
poll taies.

'Tho oral testimony is vague, india- 


inct, uncertain, indefinite, unsatiefac- 
ory and contradictory, but the acts done 
oy the parties as presented by the writ- 
en record throw some light upon the 
act in dispute. It is not claimed that 
at the time of tbe delivery of tbe note 
any security waa demanded by plaintiff 
or given, but it is claimed thatabout one 
year thereafter Fergus™ made a deed of 
certain property to -Mre. Jackson, the 
wife of the agent of plaintiff, for the 
mrpose of securing the note. 
"During all the times mentioned here- 


u the witness Jackson was the agent of 
plaintiff, and for several years prior 
hereto had been aud ia now a practic- 
ing attorney at thia bar. Jackson ne- 
eotiated tbe loan, delivered the money 
to Ferguson and took hia note and keot 
it in hia possession, and saya ho took 
Ihe de=d to bis wife from Ferguson aa 
security therefor. Yet on the last day 
of the life of the note he filed a com- 
plaint in this court to recover on the 
note only. 
"The difference between the form of a 


complaint to recover on a note and to 
foreclose a mortgago given to secure a 
note, ia so great that it would be doing 
injustice to Mr. Jackson to think for a 
momont that he did not know tbe differ- 
ence and was not acting advisedly when 
he filed the present complaint; but not 
only that, he swore to an affidavit lor 
an attachment, in which in terms be 
eays that the payment of said note has 
not been secured by any mortgage or 
lien upon real or personal property or 
any pledge upon personal property. 
His attempted explanation in regard to 
tbia, of being in a hurry and not think- 
ing, will not avoid the fact. 
"And, again, tbe burden of showing 


that the note is secured by a mortgage 
or lien is upon the defendants. -This 
alleged sscnrity was given in November, 
1892 and.it ia claimed, since that time 
IBS been held by lira. Jackson in her 
name aa security only for the payment 
of this note. During all this time this 
property has been assessed and taxes 
lave been paid thereon. 
_ 
"If it was held as security for that 


note, Mr. Jackson, as an attorney, knew 
it waa the dnty of lira. Rawlins to pay 
the tares tbereon to the extent of the 
security; there ia no proof before thia 
court that Mrs. Rawlius ever paid any 
taxea thereon, but on the contrary, she 
says she never knew anything about 
aaid property, nor is there, any proof 
that any charge waa ever made againat 
Mra. Rawlins by Jackson, or his wife, 
for taxea paid on said property. It can- 
not he supposed that Jackson or his 
;ife would pay taxes on property be- 
longing to another without rendering an 
account and collecting therefor. 


"If the deed was given as security as 


claimed, Jackson, the agent and attor- 
ney, knowing the law and his righta, 
would not have filed such a complaint, 
made such an affidavit, or failed to have 
charged Mre. Rawlins with the payment 
of the tax on her lien.1' 


Continuing, Judge Bisley said that 


the defendants sought to have it adjudi- 
cated that a deed absolute in form ia a 
mortgage. The conrt pointed out that 
the supreme conrt has held that the m- 
st-nment is what on its face it purporU 
to be and that this presumption should 


make a record for speed, started out at 
the rate of seventy-five miles an hour.

Far- 
riB claitnB tbat he was with his brother- 
in-law on the night of the murder, but 
this is contradicted by the next door 
neighbor of the Regalado woman. Mrs, 
Isabella Luna, who lives in tho house 
adjoining the one occupied by Mra. 
Kegalado on E Btreat, was interviewed 
yeaterday and the following ia ner Htory, 
aa interpreted by her daughter: 
"Juan Barrioa was deeply infatuated 


with Mrs. Regalado. 
He frequently 


came to my house and met her. 
Some- 


times he would call on her at her home 
npst door, and would go inside and stay 
all night. About two weeks ago tbe 
Regalado woman gave a little supper at 
my house and it was in honor of Barrios. 
She lived with Ike Farris, but seemed to 
want to keep on intimate terms with 
Barrios. Both Karris and Barrioa were 
receiving favors from her. 


"After tho supper tbe woman asked 


Barrios for BOITIB money. He dropped 
on hie knees and aaid ane could have all 
he bad. Barrios gave her his pocket 
hook- containing about $40. Mrs. Ke- 
Kalado took a pistol away from him, eay- 
inn she did not want him to be around 
her with a weapon. 
"Mra. Regalado said oceday that if 


Barrios did not deed tho lianford prop- 
erty to her she would cauee him to 
'cease eating bread.' I understood thia 
to mean that ahe would kill him and 
told her that ehn should not talk that 
.way. She was also angry with Barrioa 
because he did not have Bishop Mont- 
gomery confirm the boy. The boy was 
not confirmed becaiiHB tho bishop was 
not here for that purpose.

The Steamer Caspar Lost 


With All Hands. 


Much Damage Done to the Grape 


Crop—Prospects of a Con- 


tinued Rain. 


SAN FRANCISCO, October 23.—The firat 


storm of the eoasu^ occurred last night 
anil thifl mormug. It wa3 accompanied 
by high eoutheustarly winds, which 
blew fnrty-fivo miles an hour bhortly 
alter midnight, and heavy rain, tfp to 
noon the precipitation had been l.SS 
inches, hut tho wind Ehifted and at 3 
p.m. was due weat and very light. Out- 
aide the bar tho weather was very rough, 
ao much BO, in fact, that the United 
States cutter Ccriviu, which left Folsom 
street wharf for San Diego, waa corn- 
pelted to put back, aa an nnuEiially 
heavy swell and choppinc sea was 
breaking over the bar, which rendered a 
crossing too dangerous to attempt. 


POINT AKKNA, Gal., October 23.—Thir- 


teen seamen, comprising almost the en- 
tire crew of the ateam schooner Caspar, 
were drowned early thia moining by the 
wreck of their vessel. The rocky shore 
in this vicinity waa strewn with wreck- 
age today, but there waa no way of iden- 
tifying the ship until thia evening, when 
two men from sliora who had gone out 
in a email boat to rescue any of the 
crew who might still be alive, picked np 
Captain Autindsen erH Seaman Chris 
Lareen, who had been floating about on 
an impromptu rait for fourteen hours. 


To hia rescuers, Adolph Peterson aad 


Henry Anfindeen, the captain of the 
wrecked steamer said that the Caspar 
attack on a reef at 12.30 this morning 
and aeven minntca later capsized. When 
ehe tipped over all the members of the 
crew were washed overboard. 
The 


steamer carried fifteen men, but from 
the moment the accident occurred the 
captain bae eeeo none of his crew, ex- 
cept hie companion, Larean, and baa no 
doubt that the other thirteen have all 
been drowned. 


When thrown into the water Anfind- 


B6n and Lareen, by great good fortune, 
were able to raft some pieced of floating 
timber. They succeeded in drawing the 
boards together and clung to thia im- 
provised raft from the time ot the acci- 
dent until late this afternoon, while the 
ntorm beat about them, they being ex- 
posed to the moat furious tale ol tbe 
season. 
They had almost succumbed from 


cold, exposure and exhaustion, and were 
with great difficulty eaved by their 
rescuers. The sea baa been ao high all 
day that it has been impossible to 
launch a boat from shore and even this 
evening the two men who went out and 
accomplished the rescue risked their 
lives in the breakers, Lat^r in the 
evening the Blearner Alcazar cruised

At Least Twenty Lives 


Thought to Be Lost. 


,atest Particulars From the 
Scene of the Disaster—Many 


Bodies Not Recovered. 


G.iiuusoN'd, N. V., October 23.—Buff- 
o and New York special No. 4 on tae 
ew York Central and Hudson River 
ilroad, due in New York at 7.30 a. m., 
aa thrown from the track into tha 
udson river, one and a half milea be- 
w Garriaon'a Station, at 5.20 s. m.

dies of the engineer and fireman and 
perintemlent Van Etten's clerk, Mr. 
cKay. When the diver came up, after 
minutes, he said: "I could find no 
acoof anv of the missing men and £ 
n't believe they ore near the engine. I 
onld say that if they did not jump, 
d it looks as if they did not have 
me, that the rush of water through 
e cab was so fierce that it fairly swept 
em out of it, and drowned them 
ickly. I would not be ehrprifed if 
ey were half a mile or a mile beyond 
B engine." 
Thousands of people, most of them 
omen, visited the scene of the wreck * 
day, standing for hours iu the drench- 
grain.

The trial of the Stinaon Canal and Ir- 
gatton Company's suit against the 
rescent Canal Company was brought 
o an unexpected close in Judge Kisley's 
trart yesterday. Tha partiea came to 
n agreement, and upon the stipulation 
f the attorneys the Judge ordered an 
definite continuance of the case. 
While a compromise baa not yet been 
Ttxrted the terms have been decided 
pon, and the division of the water 
owing in the Lower North Fork of 
xioga rivei adjusted. 


Tbe Crescent people, who were al- 
eged by the plaintiff to have unlawfully 
uitt a dam across the stream aix miles 
bove where the Stlnaon canal diverted 
he water, and thereby prevented the 
laint-ff company from obtaining a eup- 
>ly for its irrigation system, denied that 
hey had done this. They set forththat 
n 1SS7 they constructed a brash dam, 
nd that the addition to the structure in 
892, which 
totally obstructed the 


tream, was made by the reclamation 
Istrict for the purposes of itn organize 
ion. 
According to the compromise the 
tinaon Company concedes to tbe Cre?- 
ent the right to enough water to fill ita 
nain ditch. The surplus of the stream 
s to be permitted to flow down the 
hannel so that it can be utilized by the 
itinson people. Ae much of the dam in 
question is to be removed ai will leave 
ufficient obstruction to raise the stream 
n the North Fork so that the Crescent 
:anal can be filled. 
It appears that the dam erected for 


.-eclamation purposes had caused the 
mpounding of more water than the 
descent people used, and the surplus 
lowed over intoSummitlakeand thence 
nto Tulare lake. Now this surplus 
will bo allowed to ran down the chan 
nel to the point of diversion by the 
Stiuson people.

Slave lake and tbe litbababsaca river. 
We traveled in a eail boat and had sev- 
eral exciting experiences with squalls on 
Slave lake. Tbe lake ia 100 miles long 
and nine miles wide.
